





Gimbel’s will for the entertainment of 
children, the series started early in the 
year with one recording a month released 
to the schools. 

The April “storytime’ was recorded by 
Philadelphia radio personality, Phil Sheri- 
dan, and was the first in a series of three 
tapes of the new book “Pippi Longstock- 
ing” by Astrid Lindgren, published by 
Viking Press. 

Previous tapes have included selected 
tales from Arabian Nights, recorded by 
Sam Sarota, public relations director at 
WPEN;; and the story of Ferdinand and 
his taste for Cheese from Christopher Mor- 
ley’s collection, “I Know a Secret” recorded 
by Mrs. Emily R. Cautilli, registrar at 
Overbrook School. 

Letters praising the series have been re- 
ceived by Josef Cauffman, Overbrook’s 
principal, from teachers and librarians 
throughout the country. Many have cited 
the recordings as valuable contributions in 
stimulating a love of fine literature in 
blind children. 

The idea for the project was conceived 
by Mr. Cauffman when he was approached 
by Col. Richard Gimbel to have a juvenile 
book printed in Braille by Overbrook 
School with funds from the Ellis Gimbel 
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Trust. Instead he received approval to 
experiment with recordings, and “Story- 
time on Tape” was the outcome.

The recorded and Braille versions of 
the 1961 ANNUAL REPORT are being dis- 
tributed to blind share owners by the Tele- 
phone Pioneers of America, the organiza- 
tion of long-service telephone people who 
work with the blind as one of their com- 
munity service projects.
